Ten yean ago great rtretches of 
land in thoae sections where the an¬ 
nual precipitation doas 'aha exceed 
more than eight inches looked like 
the desert or the sands of the sea¬ 
shore. Then came the irrigation 
ditch. Some of the moisture 
reached the parched land, through 
scientifically - constructed - channels. 
Much of it flowed through primi¬ 
tive troughs fashioned by Oriental 
hands. Patches so watered have 
changed from yellow to emerald 
green and thoae harvests of snad are 
now harvests of green edibles. 

One remarkable point to he 
remembered about this uninviting 
straw-colored land is that it will 
grow almost anything if it can ob¬ 
tain water at the proper time. 
While it u true that there ia much 
land in this Province that ia assured 
of a natural supply of aohture all 
the year round, it is ndne the less 
true that there are thousands and 
thousands of sandy acres that could, 
be made to preducf their quota of 
food products. These things are 
known to the members of the West¬ 
ern Canada Irrigation Association 
which is holding its nineteenth an¬ 
nual convention in the city of Kel¬ 
owna this week. This body's work 
is to be commended.

Not *ince 1909, when a World'* Fair 
at Saattl* created unprecedented tra¬ 
vel. have people in *uch number* 
passed through this city. 

BEST SINCE 1909 
"The season !■ now at It* height, 
end people are certainly coming 
well," stated CapL Troup to-dey. 
"The Alaskan run ie steadily keep¬ 
ing up. We put on an extra boat 
thT* year, the Princes* Charlotte, and 
that make* three boat* on that run. 
They go out full every time. The 
Princess Louise left from Vancouver 
last night with another large passen¬ 
ger list and a very large freight of¬ 
fering. It Is the best season we have 
had since 1909. I believe." 

So pronounced has been this sea¬ 
son's travel that the licensed accom¬ 
modation of several of the boats ha* 
been raised to meet the demand. 
Each boat is Jlcensed to carry a def¬ 
inite number, and obliged by the 
regulations to carry sufficient equip¬ 
ment for each one of her licensed to¬ 
tal. Normal totals in some cases 
have been Insufficient to meet the 
demand and application* for the In¬ 
crease have been frequent. 
THROUGHOUT SUMMER 

If the weather holds fair until the 
end of September the tourist move¬ 
ment will continue pronounced 
throughout the Summer, it In Pr®- 
dtqtod On* the other hand, if rainy 
weather sets in in September It au¬ 
tomatically shuts off a great deal of 
the travel that would normally take 
place.

From Seattle to San Francisco in seven hours and forty 
minutes flying time, that is the record set up by Eddie Hubbard, 
veteran Victoria-Seattle air mail pilot who returned from one of 
bis greatest triumphs to Puget Sound on Monday evening. 

Hubbard took of from Sand Point, the military aviation field 
near Seattle at 1 p.m. on July 14, landed for the night at Eugene, 
Oregon, and made San Francisco next morning at 10 a.m. with 
a flying time of eight hours even for the trip between the two 
points. 

On his return journey he took off 
from Concord, near San Francisco, 
at 1.10 a m on Monday last, landed 
at Eugene, Oregon at 1 p.m ; resumed 
the air vat 2.24 p.m. and dropped 
gently dbwf.to the level plains of 
Sand PolflMveattle at Lit p m the 
same day. His time for the return 
journey, soft it is a record that wUl 
not aoon be lowered. wU seven hours 
and forty minute* flat. The distance 
is ISO mile* by air. 

Th* occasion for U»* successful 
flights was thy delivery of a new 
machine built by ths Boeing inter¬ 
ests at Seattle to the U.S. postal 
authorities. Th* aeroplane, a large 
biplane fitted with a 4*0-horse¬ 
power LJberty motor and capable of 
lifting 1.000 pound* of mail at a 
speed of ISO mile* an hour through 
the air, passed its prsllmlnary tests 
with flying clors and is now being 
fitted at Seattle for sight flying. 

Its next trip will be to Chicago. 
Ill, where it will go on final tests 
between Chloago and Monmouth. HI., 
where It must be flown for 100 hours 
under full load. 

To The Times laaf night, a* ha 
arrived with five sacks of mail for 
ths R.M.S. Aorangi. Eddie Hubbard 
gave the details of hi* Rap FVan- 
cisco flight. Seven machines were 
submitted to the Postal Department, 
each by different builders All were 
accepted in their preliminary testa. 
These machines have to be capable 
of a speed of ISO miles an hour under 
a load of 1,000 pounds of mall mat¬ 
ter. must be capable of flying by day 
or by night, and have a landing speed 
of fifty miles an hour under load. 
The requirements, though exacting, 
were met by all seven machines In 
the tests at San Francisco 

The Chicago test* will he a heavy 
duty service test* in which the run¬ 
ning of the machines for 100 flying 
hour* will call forth any differences 
In their performance*. The machine 
that win* the final favor of the 
pontal authorities, presumably, will 
be duplicated by ofders for the con¬ 
struction of a number of such 
machines to enter th# mall serrlcs 
regularly. 

Incidentally to the tests Kddie 
Hubbard thus captures the flying re¬ 
cord from San Francisco to Seattle, 
and adds another success to a career 
that haa been bright with such tri¬ 
umphs since itlt. 

It la typical of the genial air mail 
pilot that he undertook ths arduous 
trip over new country just after a 
serious illness from which he is still 
convalescing.
